SENDING THEM BACK 


The authorities of Sacramento and in Yolo are considering the 
question of sending the army of the unemployed back to Richmond 
and Contra Costa County. Of course they have as much right to 
send them West as we had to send them East, but that is not the 
question. The army started from San Francisco and thus the big 
city across the bay has passed to the rest of the state the problem 
of her unemployed. The men should not have been sent out of the 
city. They should have been given work there, and the proposition 
of passing them along, as we remarked the other day is radically 
wrong. 

This county is in no wise responsible for the condition in which 
the men find themselves, supposing they are really all looking for 
work. Why then should the taxpayers of this county be called upon 
to spend thousands of dollars handling men who are no more a right- 
eous charge upon Contra Costa than they are upon the Amador 
and Mariposa? The whole proposition is radically. wrong in the 
very start. If the men are residents of any part of this state, that 
portion where they belong should care for them, if they are non res- 
idents then the whole state, and not one or two counties, should care 
for them. 

The Governor has truly stated that there are no state funds with 
which the support they demand can be given them, but that should 
not be the case in future.The legislature should provide for such 
emergencies and work should be given to all who need it at reason- 
able wages, then those who do not care to avail themselves of the 
work should be allowed to rustle for themselves. That is the only 
solution of the problem. Offer work and if it is not accepted then 
give no help. 

The announcement by several of the speakers that they do not 
want work, but propose to help themselves to what they want 
wherever they find it, of course, cannot be considered for a moment. 
And the idea that the raiding of banks is to be countenanced be- 
cause banks are the depositories of capital is absurd, because as a 
matter of fact the vast majority of those who have money in the 
banks are not the millionaires, but those who by thrift and hard 
work have saved a little for a rainy day. They have earned what 
they own and no man has a right to take it from them. 

The unemployed problem can only be solved by offering work 
to all who need it. It is not necessary that in offering work the 
state should give the highest wages, since it is only offering tem- 
porary help, and as soon as possible the employe should look else- 
where for his support. But the wages should be large enough to 
decently support the wage-earner, and he should be given an oppor- 
tunity to earn a living. No decent man wants to live on charity, 
and no man who has not self-respect enough to be independent 
when he can deserves to be helped. 
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‘ik UNJUST TO THE JEWS IN THE BALKANS. 


When during the recent troubles in Russia it looked as though 
there was going to be a war in which Rumania was to be involved, 
an earnest appeal was made to the Jews in that country to join 
with their brethren and defend the flag. As an extra inducement 
it was announced that the right of suffrage and full citizenship 
would be given to all who responded to the call. 

Forty thousand Jewish young men presented themselves to the 
authorities and were enrolled and for a month were treated as the 
rest of the soldiers and put through the manual-of-arms. But in 
the meantime it became evident that there would be no serious war, 
if any battles at all, so all but 15,000 of the Jewish volunteers were 
sent home, on the ground that they had not been legally enrolled. 
Later when the army of Rumania marched into Bulgaria, it was 
announced that only those Jews who were with the colors outside 
of Rumania would be given citizenship, and that cut down the 
number to 4000, and finally it was stated that only those Jews who 
were actual soldiers would he rewarded, and meantime the Jews 
had been assigned to duty with the huspital corps and in other 
non-combative duties, so that finelly there were only 500 left of 
the race to secure the promised privileges. As only 200 Jews have 
received the right of citizenship in thirty-five years in Rumania, 
the chance of any large number getting the ballot, or being able 
to hold office, is very slim, outaide of the 500 referred to who, by 
the way, have not yet gotten their reward even. 

Nothing shows more clearly the disregard even of their word 
which distinguishes the politicians of the Balkans than the incident 
above referred to. Here we have petty scheming and dishonesty 
‘towards the people who are asked to help sustain the national honor. 
In Rumania the Jew is treated as badly as in Russia, amd yet in 

‘oth countries he is expected to pay more than his full share of 
‘taxes, and to support even more than his fair share of the national 
burdens. 


A GOOD EXAMPLE TO RICHMOND. 


Riverbank is a station on the Santa Fe road east of Stockton 
and five miles from Oakdale. It has a population possibly of five 
hundred, though that is the limit. It does not begin to compare 
with Richmond any more than this city would compare with San 
Francisco in size, and yet that little town has arranged to plant 
2000 shade trees on Sunday, March 22. Each street will be planted. 
to a special kind of trees, no two kinds on the same street. 

All thé trees will be shade trees and they will be so arranged 
that they will form a harmonious whole. , 

The proceedings will be under the auspices of the woman’s 

dub, and will include first of all a gathering in the plaza, where 


a ttuniber of distinguished visitors, including state officials interested 
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in arboreulture, will speak on that subject. There will then be a 
general luncheon and barbecue and finally the tree planting will 
begin. The planters will be divided into groups and each group 
will have a section of its own. The trees will be carried around 
free by those having automobiles and wagons and when the work is 
done there will be another reunion and jollification. 

The: program is one that Richmond could imitate with ad- 
vantage, because while it will secure the planting of the trees it 
will at the same time advertise the town. Both of those objects are 
desirable in this city and we therefore advocate them, but there 
is another point that we would call attention to, and that is this: 
It is proposed to plant in this little town, not one-thirtieth of the 
size of Richmond, 2000 trees. On the same basis this town should 
plant at least 60,000, and if it did what a magnificent gown we 
should have. 

We hardly hope, however, that the planting here would reach 
any such proportions, but yet it should reach at least ten thousand, 
and the trees should be planted near enough together to give con- 
tinuous shade to the whole town, at least on the principal streets. 
Trees make the best and most beautiful kind of shade, and if the 
trees are planted so that electroliers can be erected between thm 
what a beautiful city Richmond will be? 

The tree planting movement should receive every encourage- 
ment and help from the whole community, because the whole town 
will be benefited. The selection of the kind of trees may not be as 
multifarious as at Riverbank, because the climate there may be 
adapted to different trees from those that would do well here, but 
the question of the kind of trees is a secondary matter. What 
Richmond needs is trees, and she should get them as soon as she 
can. 


PEACE AT ANY PRICE. 


While peace is an admirable condition of affairs, and it is worse 
than folly to rush into war, still there are even worse things than 
war, even though it be, as General Sherman declared, hell. It is 


not wise to always engage in a fight and it is the height of folly 
to get into a row when one can be avoided; neither is it necessary 
for an individual or a nation to go around with a chip on its 
shoulder asking that some one will knock it off so as to afford a 
cause for trouble. But while all those things are foolish, there is 
such a thing as protection and self-respect, and the time apparently 
has come when the policy of knuckling down to foreign nations, 
big and small, on the part of this government should cease. When 
foreigners deliberately come into the United States and murder 
Americans the time for action would seem to have arrived, and 
even if it interferes with the President’s theories about pleasing 
other nations, or with Bryan’s Chautauqua lectures, this country 
should assert itself. 

So long as the people who are murdered and the property which 
was stolen was on the other side of the line, even though they 
were Americans and the property destroyed belonged to them, the 
pusillanimous excuse could be made that when a man goes into a 
foreign land he takes his life in his hands, and when he invests 
there he takes chances that it will be lost and that consequently 
having assumed those chances there is no reason why the United 
States should bother itself about the murder and loss of Americans 
who were in Mexico when the present trouble broke out Of course 
that is not the policy that a strong, able nation should adopt. It 
is not the policy that England, or Germany, or France, or even 
Italy, would adopt. We have placed ourselves with Spain and 
Portugal and the weaker countries of Europe, with China and Siam. 
Japan would not for a moment stand what this country has endured 
at the hands of the Mexicans, but there is no way to change all 
that néw. All that can be done for the next three years is to elect 
a Congress next fall that will put a stop to the ruinous foreign 
policy of the President and his secretary of state, and meantime to 
insist, so that even Washington will sit up and take notice, upon 
protecting our people along the frontier. 

The murder of the postmaster, burning of the postoffice and 
desecration of the flag certainly should cause the matrimonial 
bureau at the White House to stop a moment and give its attention 
to national affairs, and if California and its energetic governor 
will join with the governors and senators from the other southern 
border states it may be possible to get some action out of Professor 
Wilson and Lecturer Bryan.
